many Calamities, but theſe happeming ſo late in this year, 
may be the ſubjebt of onr Diſcourſe in 1672. if God ſo long 
profong our life.. In that year there are two Oppoſations of 
Satufn and Jupiter 3 but in 1693+ their laſt Oppoſition and 
the worſt gs anto Engliſh Aﬀairs will be celebrated. 

The Accidents of this: year 67 1.. 'do hot appear in Aitro+ 
bogre to be written in Charat}ers of blood &s unto the Engliſh, 
but in mercy; ſa far ts we with our bumane knowledge can 
attain unto of foreſee ; but herein we intermeddle not inthe 
leaſt with the Decrees of the Omnipotent God, who in a mo- 
ment many times as contrary to humane preſcience : for we 
deny fatal nectſſity, or that Afs ſignified from celeflinl Gon- 


. figurations muſt neceſſarily or unavoigably . ſo happen or come 


to paſt, as by us predifted : we ſay, Religion, Reaſori, Sobrt- 
ety, and ſuch like Vertues, are able to contradi# or leſſen the 
worſt ſignifications of the Stars : he who lives according to 
the Difates of the divineWord, is abowe the reach of any 
nAtlgnant effe of the Stars; he who lives a beſtial, diſ- 
te, and ſenſual life, here and upon him or ſuch lthe per=

fon, the Stars pour down their dire influence , and he is 
ſubjett to their male effefis, and puts them into execution : 


we only conclude, the heavenly bodies incline or manifeſt the ' 


temperature of man, either tobe vicious or vertuous, but in no 
wiſe compel the inclination to be ſuch. We cannot have the 
candid acceptance of all perſons to credit what we now write, 
but let thoſe confider, all Arts have their imperfefions and 
their enemies:and remember, no Art is perfe#t in allits parts, 
or ever will be ;, as there are many men, ſo alſo various minds 
and judgments, new Dodtrines will and daily do ariſe; whilſt 
each man judges his own way beſt or moſt perfe#, no certainty 
can be found in humane Fudgment. All truth is to be found 
in Divinity and Sacred Scripture, and yet all profeſs *it not 
alike, there is hardly any portion of Scripture, ' but ſome con- 
ceited Brain will vary therein ow ſober judgment of 
grave Divines* It's ſo in Phyſick, Galen formerly , now 
Paracelſus 3 Ariſtotle of old, now Des Carres, 8& fic in c#- 
reris. Van Helmont ſo much admired by ſome, contradifs 
all Antiquity : No humours, ſaith he—. The Presbyterian 
conforms only to his own conſtituted Diſcipline. The Indepen= 
dent gives more liberty, The Anabaptifts are divided. The 
Nuaker is all Light and Spirit, nothing elſe. The Papiſt 
wholly included in the breaft of the Pope, urgeth Antiquity, 
Fathers,Councils, fc. Where ſhall a donbtful Soul fix ? Let 
all fix where they will, we reſolve to build our Tabernacle 

n the 39 Articles of the Church of England, and will con-

or that, or-ſuch like ation as happened in Fuly and Aw- 
guſt in his' Majefty of France his Dominions, of a few in- 
conſiderable people, eafily ſuppreſſed. The greateſt 
concernments of this laſt year in foreign parts, appeared 
in the tedious EleQion of a new Pope, and he no you 
p_ and in the various occurrences of the Poliſh af- 
airs, wherein there ſeems a firong probability of his Ma- 
jeſties eſtabliſhment, and that tke affairs of that Nation 
wig fix under rhis King, which may conduce much tothe

of greateſt qualiry that have died in this year, were Ma- 
dam his Majeſty of Great Britains Siſter , and-the Duke 
of Savoy : theſe, with the reparation of the City of 
Candig by the great Viſier Baſſa, have been'the moſt me- 


morable- Aﬀions of Eurype in 1570, beſitles what hath, 


happened in England, wherein notwithſtandirig the many 
probabili ties to the contrary, we have been bleſſed wich 
quierneſs, That which hath amoft afflifed our Kingdom, 
was the many ſudden fires of caſualties unexpeRed in the 
Ciry of London; greatly.ro' the diſcpuragemene-of her in- 
duſtrious Citizens. There tight be rendred fomie natural 
reaſons for thoſe Conflagrations, even in Aſtrology, but 
we\think ic bercer ro filence.'our judgment rerejp ; for 
the Stars do nor cauſe ſuch calamities, but forcſhew them: 
we attribute this great affli tion which hath happened, 
and'what ſhall hereafter happen, ro be only from the Di= 
vine hand of Providence- for our fins, for aur uncharita- 
bleneſs, for nor reperiting of- former offences, for not 
amendment of our preſent lives, for our-untkankfulneſs 
for that peace and tranquillity-fulneſs of bread we Engliſh 
and Citizens enjoy undera gracious King, more than any 
other-people of , whale Europe; we may with confidence 
averr, that when we amenid our tives, : God will leflen or 
rotally divert his direfpl-Judgments both-from,the King-

with rotten putrid Fevers, pernicious long-lafting Agues, 
Tympanies, Dropfies, grear pain in the Head and Ears, lm- 
poſtumes in thoſe parts, violent Coughs, Cararrhs, lame- 
neſs in their Joynts, of which more 'hereaſter ; we pro- 
cecd, in ſeveral Nations where rhere are Souldiers quar- 
rered, or in Garriſon; Significat mult as anguſtias. adve- 
nientes Regibus, Principthus, Ducibus propter inobedientiam 
militum eorum, (f multum impedimentum ex beftizs quibus 
hamines utuntur : Here is manifeſted great diſturbance to 
happen unto ſome Kings, Princes, Leaders, or Generals 
of Armies, ſupreme Officers of Armies by reaſon of the 
diſobedience of the Souldiery or Souldiers ; and it is fur- 
ther doubred, that great damage will ariſe unto many in 
military and other employments by ſudden death of their 
Horſes, not having ſufficient provihons for their mainte- 
nance, and this in probability may occaſion ſome Mutiny, 
and alſo for-want of their juſt pay, or what is due unto 
them, whereupon they ſeem to opprels the poor-Coun- 
try Peaſant 3 from whence great. diſturbances will ariſe 
Eaſt and North-Eaſt from England, and in that or thoſe 
Countries ſubje& unto the ſign Virgo. : 
Laſtly, if we conſider the inclination of the-ſeaſon of 
the year, we may conjeure it will be ſubje& unragreat 
Rains, abundance of Snow, many uncomfortable foggy 
Miſts, a dark cioſe Air, ſeveral Inundations, and much 
harm thereby , many ſhipwracks by outragious winds ;

She declares as ſhe diſpoſerth of the vernal Quarter,thart ir 
will be healthful as to the bodies of men, and whole- 
ſom as to thoſe foods upon which man feeds ; as the 
Moons in the ſecond houſe, Haly pag. 373. Lucrabuntur 
homines multum ; men ſhall rhrive or gain much in that 
year, (4 habebunt profeflum de ſuis ſubſtantiis, they ſhall 
proſper by the Commodities they deal in, this is to be un- 
derſtood of the Commonalty of Nations, By reaſon of 
our many afflitions formerly &y War, both by Sea and 
Land, we will indagate as much as we may by Aftrology, 
whether any be portended in this year or nor : not inter. 
medling with the repinings and threatnings or grum- 
blings of the diſſenting Judgments of our own Nation, 
who are not, or can be in any capacity to effe& ſuch a - 
thing as is called War; for. it was propheſied of his pre- 
ſent Majeſty goo years ſince, that as long as he lived, 
Tunc probitas generoſa, non patietur ill; irrogari injuriam : 
There was no word at that time fignifying a Parliament,

London, 
ſhall eſeape or be free from ſuch ſudden fires, or ſo many 
as have htely happened in 1670, we hope in 1691-gnNone 
at all or any conſiderable one ſhall moleſt her tranguil- 
lity. True it is, a more certain Judgment might be de- 
rived, or ſo much as is permitted to be ſoreſeen by Aſtro- 
logy, from the Cities firſt Ragixz or if nor from that, 
then from the Radix upon her now Reftauration, at what 
time the work was begun in Cheap-ſide, ſomething allo 
from the Figure of the Royal Exchange : we ſay then, 
that Saturn is near by Tranſit .unto a [7 of the Cirics 
Aſcendant, but that Aſpe& doth rather argue ſome fail- 
ings of fuines in the foundations, occafioned from male 
Workmanſhip, or from unſound or inconfiderable Mate- 
rials; it relates not unto fires in our apprehenſion, which 
of all rhe Elements is the moſt formidable 3 however 
about the 9. 10, and 11. days of May, Mars tranfirs the 
degree of the Sun in the Radix at what time the Ex- 
change was firſt built in the Reign of Queen Eliaberb, 
but the 11, day of May Mars is in ConjunGion with Ve- 
nus: whereby we hope, the good Angels of God, and 
diligence of the Inhabitants will thet give ſafety and pre- 
ſervation, .'
